This ex- 
plains In-many casea the low yield! 
kod the Inferior quality of the product. 
In most Instances the ylelds did not 
exceed 75 busbels per acre. Under 
fordisary conditions potatoes should 
yield at Teast 200 bushels per acre. 

In Ontarlo the government has tak- 
fen definite steps to Improve thelr po- 
tatocs. Farmers are growing potators 
under government supervision. The 
remult Ja that they have increased the 
Yield and Improved the quality of the 
product. Thin year they have a very 
imited supply for sale. ‘These may. 
be obtained by organizations who un- 
dertake to distribute the seed through 
the country.

Here he soon gave evidence of 
its ability, and became, uccessively, 
Minister of Public Insiruction, Sec- 
Fetary of Justice, Seeretary of the 

Jad Preialer. 

MWhen the war broke out, he was 
Secretary. of Justice ti the Cabinet 
Gf Sulandra, and he was one of the 
frst to express himself as being In 
favor of Italy entering the war on 
the wide of the Allies. Italy wax in 
the position of not belng oblixed to 
fight, but Sr, Orlando was the leader 
‘of the great Liberal Dody who clearly. 

prowpuly saw wherein lay the 
Guty of Italy, With the downfall of 
Sslandra, Mr. Orlando was appointed. 
Seerelary of the Interior, and was 
joon facing the dificult day follow. 
fing Italian deveat, It was recosniz- 
‘ed that be was the nian to meet (he 
‘euiergeney, and he wax appointed 
Tremicr, Ia afew weeks of wonder 
fal work the Hallan army wat re 
Organised, and the nation was cloth- 
fd with new strength for the prose 
Gutlon of the war. To a large de 
gree the credit for this must be given 
fo Mr, Orlando, who had inspired the 
Ration with courage.
